THE BATTLE OF THE ALMA. 


LORD RAGLAN’S DESPATCH. 

On Sunday morning Major Lord Burghersh arrived 
in London with the following despatch from Lord 
Raglan to the Duke of Newcastle, Secretary at War. 
The despatch was published in the Gazette Extra- 
ordinary, issued during the day: 


My Lord Duke,—I have the honour te inform your 
Grace, that the allied troops attacked the position occupied 
by the Russian army, behind the Alma, on the 20th inst. ; 
and I have great satisfaction in adding that they succeeded, 
in less than three hours, in driving the enemy from eyery 
part of the ground which they had held in the morning, 
and in establishing themselves upon it. 

The English and French armies moved out of their first 
encampment in the Crimea on the 19th, and bivouacked 
for the night on the left bank of the Bulganac, the former 
having previously supported the advance of a part of the 
Earl of Cardigan’s brigade of Light Cavalry, which had 
the effect of inducing the enemy to move up a large body 
of dragoons and Cosaques, with artillery. 


On this, the first occasion of the English encountering 


the Russian force, it was impossible for any troops to ex- 
hibit more steadiness than did this portion of her 
Majesty's cavalry. It fell back upon its supports with 
the most perfect regularity under the fire of the artillery, 


caused to be brought into action. Our less amounted to 
only four men wounded. 

The day’s march had been most wearisome, and, under

OPERATIONS OF THE ALLIES AFTER THE 
BATTLE OF THE ALMA. \ 


The Gazetté of last night publishes further des- 
patches from Lord Raglan, the last of which is dated 
“ Balaklava, Sept. 28th,” and describes the opetations

SUMMARY. 


Tux flood of light which has been thrown upon 
the operations of the allies in the Crimea by the 
publication of the official despatches and private 
correspondence, enables us not only to estimate 
aright the great victory at Alma, but to trace with 
something like accuracy the subsequent proceed- 
ings of the belligerents. There is reason to believe 
that if Marshal St. Arnaud had possessed a 
respectable cavalry force, instead of being able to 
oppose only 900 sabres to the 6,000 horsemen of 
the enemy, the battle might have realized all the 
results fabulously attributed to it by the telegraph. 
‘“‘Menschikoff,” says the French commander, 
“ would no longer have an army.“ It now appears 
that little more than 14,000 of our infantry were 
actually engaged—the third division being in 
support and the fourth in reserve, while the 
Turkish 3 were for the most part ive 
spectators of the scene. The loss of the English 
on the bloody heights of Alma is now 
stated at 2,196 officers and men, and that 
of the Russians at 6,000 in all. After the battle, 
the officers and men of the fleet had an opportunity 
of rendering essential aid, and of promoting tha, 
good feeling between the two services which has not 
always prevailed. While the Russians had en- 
tirely abandoned their sick and disabled, our 
gallant seamen volunteered to bury the dead and 
succour the wounded. Amid the horrors of the hour, 
it is pleasing to learn that a British steamer was 
despatched to Odessa with 340 wounded Russians, 
for consignment to the curative agency of their own 
countrymen. Such facts support Lord Aberdeen’s 
remarks on the greater humanity with which 
hostilities are now carried on—at least on the part 
of the Western Powers. 

How completely the morale of the Russians was 
damaged by the action on the Alma is evident 
from subsequent events—an outline of which is 
given in our postscript. Prince Menschikoff has 
not only been defeated but outwitted. The pre- 
parations made for the reception of the allies on 
the north side of the great fortress, even so far as 
the careering of ships in the harbour so as to bring 
their guns to bear upon that quarter, are to a 
great extent valueless. The allies, now under the 
supreme command of Lord Raglan, in consequence 
of the death of Marshal St. Arnaud,—have reached 
the southern side of Sebastopol, where the de- 
fences are weak, occupied the port of Balaklava, 
where the siege train was landed for conveyance to 
the heights, and had nearly completed their prepa- 
rations for the formal investment of the place. 
The latest advices fron Balaklava state that Sebas- 
topol had been carefully reconnoitered by the 
French and English generals, and that the result 
of their observations led to met with cer- 
taint n its capture. te e message, 
by wai of Vienna, states that the mbardment 
commenced on the 4th. The sinking of eight 
men-of-war at the mouth of the harbour seems 
almost to preclude the chance of the combined 
fleet assisting materially in the capture of the 
fortress, while it indicates the desperation of the 
defenders, and their resolution to persist in the 
E Russian policy of burning and WN 

ng hag which might chance to fall into the 
enemy’s hands. The Russian fleet, therefore, may 


be regarded as doomed to destruction. 


The force of the allies being insufficient com- 
2 to invest Sebastopol, it is probable that 

enschikoff has access to it. With some 20,000 
men, he is stated to be a few miles distant, anxiously 
awaiting reinforcements. But advices from Odessa 
and.Bessarabia show that he has little to hope for 
in that direction; and there is no reason for sup- 
posing that any reinforcements which may be on 
their way can arrive in time to relieve the 
fortress. Perhaps, therefore, the disappointed 
Russian admiral may, at the last moment, decide

Attention being so completely concentrated on 


the Crimea, events elsewhere excite but little 
6d. per | interest. The report of further active operations 


in the Baltic has now died away, and we have 
something like an explicit statement that the fleet 
has been ordered to winter quarters. Doubt is 
also thrown upon the alleged intention of Omar 
Pasha to invade Bessarabia: he is only threaten- 
ing the Russian position, and preventing the with- 
drawal of troops for the Crimea. Austria and 
Prussia are still diplomatizing, but at the present 
moment their labours excite but little notice. 
There have been during the past week several 
im t expressions of opinion upon the conduct 
and object of the war. Mr. Murray Dunlop, meet- 
ing his Greenock constituents, defended Sir Charles 
Napier from suspicions of needless or diplomatic 
inaction, and the Government from charges of 
insincerity and feebleness; but he confessed his 
dissatisfaction with the ground on which the war 
had been undertaken, and the avowed aim of its 
rosecution. “What we want to secure is,” said 
e,—“ that the balance shall be turned in favour 
of constitutional freedom. Whether Russia in 


the abstract shall have power over Moldavia and 


Wallachia, is a matter of indifference to us. But 
whether Russia shall dictate to other nations of 
the Continent—whether, when revolutions shall be 
formed among the 1 peoples of the sup- 
pressed dynasties of the Continent, Russia shall 
trample them down in future or not—whether 
there shall be a free course to freedom among all 
the nations of Europe—that is the only ground 
on which I think this war can be carried on.” 
That the Government had never put it on that 
ground, made him jealous of our dealings with 
Austria. What is it to us, he asked, if she is 
to remain on the side of dynastic despotism? She 
may resist Russia in endeavouring to get more 
territory; but when the question comes whether 
constitutional freedom or despotic government 
over Europe shall gain the day, these two, instead 
of being opposed, would be joined hand in hand 
together; and by adding to the strength of 
Austria while she remains on the side of despot- 
ism, we only add to the strength of Russia as the 
enemy of constitutional freedom.” Mr. Dunlop 
does not despair of yet seeing a right direction 
given to the war—believing that otherwise, we 
shall soon tire of the contest. Sir E. Bulwer 
Lytton, in Hertfordshire, was content to dispense 
elegant generalities — pointing out that the 
triumph of Russia would aid none of the material 
or moral interests of Europe. Lord John Russell, 
in replying to an address from the town-council of 
Scar 44 was laconic on domestic politics, and 
silent on the war. But the Earl of Aberdeen, in 
a speech to the burgesses of the town from which 
he takes his title, gave signs of hearty interest in 
the humiliation of the mag of more than sym- 
pathy with whom he been so persistently 
accused; but he added the expression of a senti- 
ment that not the heartlessness of faction can per- 
vert, nor the excitement of victory invalidate— 
“War, when it ceases to be a necessity, becomes a 
crime.” 

The revenue tables for the quarter endin 
yesterday, exhibit not only continued financi 
soundness, but an important administrative im- 
provement. Strange as it may seem to those who 
see no difficulty in graduating the vastest and the 
smallest affairs with a common method, the returns 
of income and expenditure appear for the first 
time this day in the sensible and intelligible shape 
of a national debtor and creditor account. They 
now include also the returns from Ireland. The 
details we are compelled to reserve—but the results 
may be thus summed up:—There is a net increase 
of £550,188 on the quarter, £77,897 on the six 
months, and £16,580 on the year, as compared 
with the previous corresponding periods. The 
Customs of the — are less by £150,107 than 
in the corresponding quarter last year, owing to 
the great falling off in the importation of corn, 
and to the recent dimunition of the duties on tea, 
tobacco, and wine. These losses are counter- 
balanced on the quarter by an increase of 
£184,000 in the receipts from sugar, and 
£50,000 from brandy and rum. “Whe net 
result on the half year is a decrease of about 
half-a-million. In the Excise, the quarter shows 
an increase amounting to £354,912 — chiefly 
owing to the greater receipts from malt, 2 
counterbalanced by a falling off in the spirit duties.

ome—and the reappearance of the Scottish 
Rights’ agitators—can command no more than a 
g mention, while our forces are besieging an 
enemys chief stronghold, and one of our own 
towns is as though it had been bombarded right 
and left from the river on which it stands. 
The explosion and fire at Gateshead and 
New is an event to divide attention even 
wien the fate of Sebastopol. We have made it, 
therefore, a topic of prominent description and 
remark. But since that writing, we learn that 
already six more than the number there set down 
as dead have been dug from the ruins; and that 
the cause of the explosion—the presence of gun- 
powder in the building which blew up being 
solemnly denied by its custodiers—still awaits the 
result of scientific investigation. 

We may record in so many words, and with the ex- 
pression of grateful pleasure, that the deaths from 
all causes in the metropolis during the past week 
have fallen nearly to the autumnal average— 
namely, to 1532; of which about 500- were caused 
by cholera and diarrhea. 

Lieutenant Knight, discharged by the Ports- 
mouth magistrates, has also been acquitted by 
court-martial on the more serious counts of his in- 
dictment, and is punished only with degradation of 
rank. The other officers implicated have been 
entirely acquitted.—Sir Edward Belcher, at the de- 
mand of officers placed by him under arrest, is to 
be tried for the unnecessary abandonment of 
ships in the Arctic enterprise, and general failure 
to fulfil instructions. 

Memel, a neutral depot for Russian produce, has 
suffered partial destruction by fire. The consti- 
tutional struggle in Denmark is maintained with 
temperate resolution by the Liberals: the threatened 
impeachment of ministers is withheld till one more 
effott at conciliation has been made. Deputies 
and their constituents seem alike bent upon revolu- 
tioning the domestic goverment,—and after that, 
the foreign policy,—of Denmark. The Emperor 
of the French has rewarded the republican Barbes 
for an expression of martial and anti-Russian 
sentiment, with an unconditional pardon. And the 
representatives in Europe of the United States are 
about to hold a conference, under directions from 
Washington, at which the relation of American 
interest to the war and its termination, it is sur- 
mised, will be a leading topic. What if they 
should include among American “interests” the pre- 
valence in central Europe of American ideas? 


THE BATTLE OF THE ALMA. 


THE intense excitement of last Wednesday is 
over—the flattering vision of the capture of Sebas- 
topol is at an end—official despatches, succeeding 
exaggerated rumours, reminds us that war is not 
all glorious, and that great gains can only be pur- 
chased by large losses. Last week the Battle of 
the Alma was almost oe ager in interest by the 
unfounded reports which eclipsed it. This week, 


at its own importance. : 

On the 19th of September then, the allied 
troops, so lately disembarked, and encamped in the 
immediate vicinity of Old Port, are roused from 
their slumbers at an early hour in the morning, to 
commence. their march upon Sebastopol. The 
Commissariat, unable to ise an adequate 
transport service, have in the aid of the 
fleet, and boats line the shore to receive the tents 
and heavy bag of the English army. It is 
nine o’clock before all is ready, and the men finally 
formed in marching order.. The French, detained 
by no such difficulty, are already somewhat in ad- 
vance. The Turks, 7,000 strong, advance along 
the sea-shore. Next to them, and protected by 
the fleet, the French divisions move on briskly. 
More inland, and somewhat behind, the British 
forces, skirted by cavalry and acters. steadily

On the French side, too, there is 
some fighting, and General Canrobert shows his 
manceuvring skill. But the day is past—darkness 
sets in—rum and rations are served to the wearied 
soldiers—camp-fires, the best that can be made 
with dried grass, and cask-staves, are lighted— 
and our men, wrapped in their great coats and 
blankets, lie down in the open air to reinvigorate 
their energies for the work of the morrow. _. 
They require all the refreshment which broken 
sleep can give them. Their task will be no holiday 
one. The position they have to force, formidable 
by nature, has been rendered still more so by 
strategical preparation and skill. The river Alma, 
a winding stream of no eo width or depth, but 
with uneven banks, and fordable in most places, 
creeps along between them and the foe. On the 
other side of it, the ground rises abruptly in a 
kind of amphitheatre up steep slopes, by 
gullies and watercourses, until it is crowned at a 
height varying from 60 to 600 feet by a precipitous 
line of cliff. On the top of that ridge, which 
terminates abruptly on the right a little short of 
the sea shore, batteries are placed, and heavy 
artillery commands the whole ground, look down 
and across the gullies, sweeping the fords, and 
menacing with death every inch of practicable 
ground. The willows have been cut down—the 
whole slope has been laid bare, and about half-way 
down a wide trench has been cut to afford cover 
against an advance. To the right, where the as- 
cent is more gradual, three batteries of earthwork 
have been thrown up—and the vineyards of the 
peasantry have been rendered more difficult of 
passage by the trunks of felled trees. By 
thousand men, and a hundred guns, defend the 
2 Prince Menschikoff, confident of 
eing able to hold the allied armies in check for 
three weeks at least, commands in person. 5 
In pursuance of the plan of attack agreed upo 
by the two commanders-in-chief, the French com- 
menced the action. The heights opposite to their 
extreme right, and nearest the sea-shore, were re- 
garded by Prince Menschikoff as practically inac- 
cessible, and hence he bestowed no military skill 
upon their defence. The cliffs, indeed, were here 


almost perpendicular, But agile as and 
daring as lions, the Zouaves. and Tirailleurs 


scrambled up them in an incredibly short time, and 
aided by shells from the fleet, held the ground at 
the top, until General Bosquet’s division, and heir 
artillery, established themselves on the summit. 


This turned the Russian flank. The British troops importan 


awaited this result under a heavy fire, and were 
commanded to lie down on the ground. But 
before the French had well established themselves 
on the left, Lord Raglan deemed it necessary for 
the British to move up to the right. The order 
was given. They rushed, scrambled, or plunged, 
as the case might be, across the river, and as- 
cended the hill in the very teeth of the Russian 
field redoubts. One of these they managed to 
eapture—but the fire of the Russian artillery was 
most murderous, and our men were mowed 
down in ranks. Still they yielded no ground 
but it was evident that they could not remain 
where they were long. At length Colonel Dick- 
son succeeded in getting two of the heavy field 

ieces across the river, and bringing them up the 
hil to the support of our struggling divisions. 
Turned upon the dense masses of Russian infan- 
try above, their fire hed deep lanes into the 
living and serried ng. The enemy wavered, 
and, in turn, was thrown into disorder. The 
crisis of the battle a 5 8 he sy 
moment was passing. en rushed up the guards, 
under Major-General Bentinck, while the High- 
land Brigade, under Sir Colin Campbell, advanced 
up the high ground to the left—the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and Prince Napoleon having been. 7 
successful in the centre. The Russian army d 
not remain to meet the shock. Their muskets 
and havresacs were thrown away, and in a tumult 
of disorder, they fled, leaving the ground, their 
dead and wounded, two generals, and two guns in 
the hands of the allies. 

A rapid sketch like the above can convey after 
all but a faint notion of the difficulties with which 
the allied armies had to contend, and the disadvan- 
tages, under which they nevertheless surmounted 
them. In numbers, the contending forces were 
nearly equal—in all other respects, save in valour, 
the Russians were superior—in cavalry, in

Firemen and helping citizens are crushed where 
they stood—one of them, a towns’-councillor, 
whose hobby was the fire-engine, and who made it 
a point of duty to help the firemen everywhere, 
pending their better ion. Some, looking 
on, in helpless excitement, are in a moment 
stricken beyond consciousness. Some seem to 
have perished under their own roofs. Some fall 
— the descending fragments. Some are 
prostrated by the fumes that made the place 
a hell, and invade every avenue to the life. Twenty 
may be the number killed, but not five times 
twenty the limit of the wounded. 

Soon as the tremendous shock had ceased, were 
-seen the workings of those faculties in the use of 
which man looks godlike. No moment of pre- 
cious time was lost in timid flight or useless wail- 
ing. Sorrow was put off in the agony of present 
strife. The explosion was over, but some of its 
victims might be saved even from the hot ruins— 
the fire was spreading north and south, and the 
whole town might perish, Other engines were 
brought up by rail and river. Fresh soldiers re- 
placed their Jisabled comrades, The ships that 
were in danger were moved out of the way, and in 
those that had been touched by the brands, 
the fire was e hed. Happily, there was 
plenty of water and no wind. us encouraged, 
as many as could get near enough to help, 
worked as one man; while tens of thou- 
sands watched from wherever watchers could 
get foothold, with awe; and eagerness, and hope.

IHE GREAT HOAX. ; 

Vury few of our readers, probably, require to be 
now told that Sebastopol has not fallen, and that the 
telegraphic despatches upon which the report was 
founded were fabrications, or exaggerations of actual 
events. We confess, in company with statesmen, am- 
bdueadors, ahd astute newspaper writers, to have be- 
lieved the “flattering tale,” which hope rather than 
reason ganctioned, 

Never was deception more ingeniously planned, The 
report following close upon the authentic information 
of the battle on the Alma seemed to be u part of it 
certainly a fitting corollary. What more likely than 
that the

easdls | Garrison already dispirited by defeat? It is true that 


18,000 seemed a large number to fall in the conflict, 
however sanguinary, and that the attitude of Men- 
schikoff driven to bay savoured more of the stage than 
real life. But, on the other hand, how likely the 
report brought to Bucharest by a Tatar direct to Con- 
stantinople; and confirmed by so independent an au- 
thority as that of the captain of a steamer touching at 
Varna.

In vain 
ourselves intruded into the unaccustomed precincts of 
the dread “War-office” to bear away the official 
counterpart to the astounding report. The oracle was 
dumb, though frantic crowd were waiting for 
its response on the Bourse, and anxious artillery-men 
waited with lighted match at the Hotel des Invalides to 
convey it to universal Paris, in the thunder of cannon. 
The cautious and sceptical began to find their voice, and 
theconfidence of Wednesday morning with its decisive 
intelligence” was succeeded by the doubt and criticism 
of the evening. Thursday morning brings no relief. 
The Times still believes, but its faith is evidently 
shaken. The prominent heading, Fall of Sebastopol” 


has disappeared, Other daily papers more candidly 


confess their suspicions, and print a telegraphic des- 
patch from Odessa, stating that on the 27th—one day 
subsequent to the melodramatic surrender of Menschi- 
koff—the allies were near the river Belbec. Suspicion 
it is seen how 
insubstantial was the basis on which the report is 
founded, how improbable some of the details, and 
how certainly it would by that time have been officially 
confirmed. In fact, people began to wonder how they 
could have been so deluded. In the evening we 
eagerly pounced upon a second edition of the Sun, and 
there, over an article demonstrating with overwhelming 
foree the accuracy of the news, we find a despatch 
from Lord Stratford, our Ambassador at Oonstanti- 
nople, stating that on the morning of the 28th, two 
days after the reported surrender of the Russian com- 
mander, Balaklava formed the basis of the operations 
of the allies who were preparing to march without 
delay upon Sebastopol.” It is even doubtful whether

he Danish Diet in its second sitting, held on the 
3rd instant, decided to present an address to the King 
against the Ministry. A proposition deoreeing the 
immediate impeachment of the Cabinet was discussed, 
but the Assembly, wishing to eyince its conciliatory 
disposition, decided to treat anew with the King, and 
to endeavour to engage him to dismiss his present 
Ministers. If the King does not accede to this pro- 
ition the impeachment of the Cabinet will no doubt, 
immediately adopted. 

On the 28th there was a grand banquet given to the 
Jutland and other deputies. About 100 ns were 
present. The following was one of toasts :— 
“ Suecess to the Western Powers, the noble cham- 
pions of freedom and civilization against the barbarous 
enemy of Europe!” which was received with threo 
times three rappers cheers.

GREAT MIRE AT MEMEL. 
Telegraphic advices from Memel, state that a fire 


broke out on Wednesday night last, which had | and

An awful turn was threatened to be given to tho 
calamity by a slight explosion in the bond warchouse, 
which there is reason to regret did not. immediately 
warn off the surrounding firemen and crowd. Little 
attention was paid to the premonitory warning, and 
the efforts to stay the flames continued a few minutes 
longer, till the hour was a quarter past three, when 
every soul was paralyzed by the whole blowing up, with 
a concussion as if tons of gunpowder had been ignited at 
the foundations of the entire block df buildings; for, 
not only the place where these explosive materials were 
deposited was thrown into the air, and scattered for 
many hundred yards in every direction, but the build- 
ings immediately adjoining were in like manner blown 
to a mass of ruins, and ‘levelled to the ground, or 
carried far and near in every direction. For a moment 
or two, from the site of the fire was blown up and 
around flaming combustion, as from a volcano; and then 
a heavy shower of fire and brimstone descended, as if 
rained from Heaven, upon Newcastle and Gateshead, 
as upon a secondSodom and Gomorrah, Not only in the 
remote parts of the town was it heard, but for many a 
mile round the shock was felt, at Shields, at Sunder- 
land, and it is said twenty miles at sca. When such 
was. the effect abroad, the effect in the immediate 
locality may be imagined but cannot be described. 
Newcastle and Gateshead reeled to their foundations. 
But the worst horrors were reserved for the two sides 
of the river below the bridge, extending back to a con- 
siderable distance. The shipping was lifled for tho 
moment out of the water for several feet, and then 
plunged down again into the-troubled waters which 

eaved as from an earthquake. One or two ships at 
Newcastle Quay were set on fire by the flaming brands. 
Upon the houses that crowded both sides of the river 
the explosion had all the effect of a bombardment, 
shaking them to their foundations, and setting fire 
to them in fT direction. But its effects upon the 
crowd were still more serious. Many were struck by 
the descent of the burning brands, and killed, while 
the effects of the concussion stunned many more, and 
the foul gas pervading the atmosphere ed not a 
few. In Gateshead the effects were peculiarly awful. 
About fifty soldiers from the garrison were advancing 
with the fire engine, when the explosion met them 
killing two of the officers, viz., Ensign Paynter, an 
Corporal Stephenson, and wounding thirty of the 
remainder. : 

Simultaneously with the explosion, an immense sheet 
of flame was thrown across the river, as well as a 
shower of burning sulphur, which, lighting on the 
roofs and 8 of the houses and warchouses on 
the quayside, soon created a body of wild and desolat- 
ing flame.

Ir is remarkably indicative of the rank which 
the Sydenham Crystal Palace has taken among 
the institutions of the country, that three of the 
half-dozen new quarterlies contain dissertations on 
its characteristics and influences, The principal 
int of difference among the several writers 
18, the question of Sunday admission; which the 
British and the London answer decidedly, almost 
scornfully, in the negative—the Westminster in 
the affirmative. Of the arguments by which 
either position is sustained, it is not necessary 
to give either opinion or specimen; and the most 
noteworthy of the literary features of these articles 
is, the eloquent vehemence with which the British 
insists on the strictly English origin and 1 
signifleance of our medieval architecture. ere 
are seven other articles in the same number of 
this most ably condueted Review; in one of which 
we have an interesting account of the provision 
made by Humphery Cheetham and others for the 
intellectual progress of Manchester —in another, a 
pleasant critical biography of Tasso—in a third, 
some facts, only too few, in the history of agricul- 
ture—in a fourth, a discussion of the principles 
that underlie the existence of states, and that pre- 
scribe the duties of government—in a fifth, an 
attack on the international policy of the Cobden 
party—in the sixth, a theory uf Swift’s genius and 
career that is generous in comparison with his 
usual treatment—and lastly, a chapter of Spanish 
litics. We should add to the lastly, the“ Epi- 
ogue on Affairs and Books;” in which is contained 
a notice of Dickens’ new tale, making the confes- 
sion, that Bounderby is a faithful picture of not a 
few of the “economical school.”—It is a great 
merit in the articles enumerated, that they are all 
on topics which, if not of present and practical in- 
terest, are of perennial interest to a large propor- 
tion of readers, and have been recently raised but 
not exhausted. We fear the same cannot often be 
said for the Westminster—in the present number 
of which we have papers, admirable of their kind, 
on the “ Odin-Religion ” and “ History.” The in- 
trinsic excellence of these untimely productions 
should, however, secure them from neglect; and 
their single demerit is half compensated by the 
entertainment, instruction, and political utility, of 
the remainder—* Rajah Brooke; Woman in 
France; the “Greek People; ay gy Al 
the “Sphere and Duties of Government.” Our 
readers are already acquainted with the melan- 
choly history which attaches to this last-named 
article: the perusal of its unfinished argument 
deepens our regret at the sudden decease of the 
writer.—The London Quarterly has a “ slashing ” 
attack on “Theodore Parker and the Modern 
Deists ;” who are not likely.to suffer in numbers or 
influence from that sort of thing. Of two other 
articles, American Ethnology and American Epi- 
scopal Methodism are the'subjects—and through 
both runs a vein of healthful anti-slavery senti- 
ment. By far the most agreeable paper in the 
number is that on Jerome Carden,—but perhaps 
the most useful is that on “ Recent Roman His- 
tory ;” telling a good deal of the truth on a matter 
in which ignorance is unjust and cruel. 
The New Quarterly, if somewhat less lively than 
usual, is as useful as ever, with its careful summary 
and skilfully-selected specimens of current litera- 
ture. We are glad to find it continuing to pay 
special attention to the literature of Indian politics 
—its former papers on which we believe to have 
been of invaluable service to Indian Reformers. 
The aid of wood-engraving is engaged in this num- 
ber to render the fullest description of South 
American antiquities that has yet been afforded by 
periodical literature. | 

The Scottish Review completes with this num- 
ber its second volume; having run a career of 
literary and commercial success which could hardly 
have been anticipated by the most sanguine for an 
organ of teetotalism. Of the same city, and of 
the same price and appearance, is The Evangelical 
Repository, a “quarterly journal of theological 
literature.” Of the theology of this first number, 
we can only say that it is anti-Calvinistic; and of 
— literature, that it has too much the tone of the 
pulpit. 

he Monthly Christian Spectator develops a 
new feature—the admission of articles pro and con 
religious doctrines deemed non-fundamental. “The 
Broken Swords” is an exquisite story of manhood 
and soldiership. 

Blackwood, the Eclectic, Tait, Hogg’s Instruc- 
tor, and Our Friend (which grows upon our 
affection with better acquaintance )—are only some 
of the many which, having no space to describe 
article by article, we must praise as generally good, 
illustrating their excellence as we can.

Tuis is an edition of Milton for the people. The notes 
are explanatory, and especially suited to the wants of 
readers of but limited general culture. They contain 
much of the substance of the annotations of previous 
editors; adopted generally on the responsibility of 
the compiler, without more than general acknowledge- 
ment; but sometimes authenticated by the name of 
the original writer. This would not bea very satis- 
factory principle on which to compile such annotations 
were the edition a candidate for the library shelf, or 
did it seek the higher order of literary commendation. 
But for what it is—a cheap, neatly Faun, and ap- 
parently carefully prepared reprint of Milton's great 
poems, with notes, —it has its own place, and may be 
praised for so occupying it as to assist the illustration 
of the author to popular readers.

So universal has been the sympathy displayed towards the poor 
people whom this Association has taken by the hand, that all the 
great lines of railway have been made free to the soldier’s child. 
Particularly the London and North-Western, and the Portsmouth 
line, Neon Bc only , — 1 — carried free of het 
pense, but the extra weigh baggage of their poor mothers 
not been charged for -an example which the Committee carnestl 
trust all the Railway Companies will universally follow.

One simple poem by a child realized nearly £20 for 
the Association ; and the admirable sketch, by George Thomas, 
Esq., of the soldier's“ Separation from his Family,” presented by 
that gentleman to the Committee of the Bath Fancy Fair, has 
done good service to the cause representing, so truthfully as it 
does, the reality of the distress which this Association is so effec- 
tually mitigating. 

LOCAL COMMITTEES. 


The assistance and practical working of the seventy-eight local 
committees all over the kingdom has been most invaluable. To 
the clergy of the Church of England, the staff-officers of pen- 
sioners, the garrison chaplains, the local magistrates, and other 
benevolent persons, the Committee desire most cordially to tender 
their most hearty thanks. Had it not been for the indefatigable 
exertions of the Senior Garrison Chaplain of Dublin, the Rev. 
Charles Hort, upwards of 400 women and 800 children would now 
have been the inmates of the workhouse, for in Ireland no out- 
door relief is granted. The staff-serjeants in the several districts 
have proved themselves worthy of the profession to which they 
are an honour: one fine fellow, on being offered remuneration for 
the great trouble he had taken in relieving the poor soldiers’ 
wives in his district, exclaimed, “ God forbid that I should take 
any payment for helping my comrades’ wives and families in dis- 
tress.” A perfectly organized system is now established by means 


of the Local Committees throughout the kingdom, quarterly 


statements are regularly transmitted, showing the number of 
women and children, and the expenditure; and regiments that 
began regimentally to distribute their own funds have cordially 
handed over the balance of their funds to the Association, being 
satisfied with its working, and perfectly content to abide by its 
rules and regulations. 

It is necessary to state, however, that the Association has not 
heen permitted to relieve any of the widows and orphans of the 
Foot Guards, the officers commanding those regiments having 
funds of their own for the relicf of the wives and families of their 
men, and not wishing to burden the Association.

It is incontestible that the major part of the women relieved 
by this Committee would, ere this, have beev in the workhouse if 
they had not been aided. 

„We can safely declare our conscientious belief that the women 
on our list, 83 in number, have shown themselves deserving of 
the relief administered to them. We have never received a single 
complaint against one of them. They have universally mani- 
fested d desire to obtain work. Several of them have obtained 
situations as wet nurses, a great fact in proof of the decent, 
healthy, and well-conditioned state of these Individuals. Many 
are working at the shirt business for a mere trifle, to earn which 
they must labour all day; and several are learning the shirt- 
making without wages, in hopes of being able to desist themselves. 
Upon a fair review of their conduct and their general appearance, 
we can sifely say that the women relieved by our committee are 
creditable to the army. Even with the relief they receive, their 
position is far too trying a one to be anything but a warning, in- 
stead of an attraction, to other females to enter into the same 
stute ; and we advisedly give it as our opinion that the operations 
of this Committee are not calculated to create the mischief, which 
some imagine is likely to result from the charity and sympathy 
which have been evinced by the British public for this most un-

Extract from the Manchester and Salford Local Committee :— 


: “ Salford Barracks, 29th August. 

‘‘T send you a statement of a few cases, which strike me as 
being unusually distressing. There are many nearly as bad, 140 
in number. Very few of the women who have young children 
(and the children are nearly all too young to work) can earn 
anything worth noticing , 28. or 3s. a week at the most. Of course 
those who enjoyed the privileges of Mving in barracks, &c., as 
being married with leave, are in the worst circumstances, and they 
suffer severely. They lose the lodging and advantages of fuel, 
company’s and officers’ washing, vy, ee or 6s. a week, and the 
assistanee of their husbands’ pay. ging here of a very indif- 
ferent sort costs them 28. and 3s. a week, and they will be far 
worse lodged than when in barracks. I send you the cases of four 
women all married with leave, one with six children, another five, 
another four, another three; there are many others married with 
leave having two or three children nearly as destitute. There is 
no employment that they are capable of, as they are 
with young children for whose care they must pay if they leave 
them at home and seek employment clsewhere.

“The women were Jeft in very many cases—I am sure I may 
say in almost all—without any means for themselves and their 
children: Many were on the eve of confinement. Their only 
resource would have been to become paupers on the parish, and 
their only asylum would have been the workhouse. A generous 
provision, on the part of a teful country, for the wives and 
families of those on whom they depended, under God, for a suc- 
cessful issue of the war in which we have been compelled to en- 
Enge. has prevented this. But suppose this had not been the case 
—how hardly would the maintenance of so many have pressed 
upon the -rate payers, and in many instances how unfairly. 
Take Woolwich for instance; and the case would be similar with 
all garrison towns. We have upwards of 200 women, besides 
their children, to be maintained somehow, I think it quite pos- 
sible that the burden would have been felt so heavily, that a me- 
mortal might have been sent to the Government, but, however 
this might be, the expense would have been unfairly thrown upon 
parishes such as our own ; but this is a trifling matter when com- 
pared with the pauperization of respectable wives of soldiers of our 
army.

SOLDIERS’ WIVES at VARNA. 


Mr. Ray, formerly the active and intelligent Inspecting Officer 
of this Association, writes from Varna to the following effect :— 


„Varna, A 4, 1854. 

“ Sir,—I beg to draw your attention to the condition of the 
women here. Many of them have died, and others are d : 
others who are in a state of convalescence, are not able to proceed 
further with their regiments, and the men are expected to leave 
this in about fourteen days; and these poor creatures, emaciated 
and dried in the sun, will be left in a foreign land without any 
protection or home whatever. What I thought of to provide 
a house and food for such as have none; most of them have 
blankets, but to those who have not I would propose lending them 
some, and to encourage those who are able to get about to wait 
on the sick, cook, and wash. If your Committee is pleased to ap- 
prove of this plan, I shall be most happy to superintend the whole 
matter, and I am quite sure it would relieve many a poor man of 
intense anxiety. The cold weather will be soon setting in, then 
what will these women do? Ifthe ladies in England would 
send us a little flannel, a few blankets, and left-off garments, they 
would be rendering us a great service, e. The great work that 
is going on for the wives and families of the soldiers by means of 
the Association in which you take so prominent and energetic a 
part, causes abundant joy to the husbands and fathers here; and 
when I remind them of what is doing, they seem yed, and 
many thanks are expressed both to yourself, and the ttee, 
and benevolent friends for the sympathy shown to them. 
Numerous are the deaths from cholera and fevers, and doubt- 
less many who are cared for by your Association are really 
widows, but news of the fact may not have reached them. 
have not yet entered the field, but every day the order for embar- 
cation for the Crimea is expected, where doubtless many will fall, 
and these poor fellows have their eyes upon your Association to 
protect their wives and children. I am happy to say I have been 
well received by the men generally ; to point them to the ‘ Lamb 
of Ged that taketh away the sins of the world,’ is my ostensible 
work, to tell them of the great work going on in England for the 
good of those they have left behind, is in perfect keeping; it is 
indeed good news. The poor women who have followed their 
husbands to this place are in a most pitiable condition, and when 
the expedition sails for the Crimea they will be left here. Would 
that we had an Association here for these poor objects! Varna is 
in perfect confusion; how could it be otherwise with such a con- 
gregation of nations, fierce, wild, desperate-looking fellows, armed 
to the teeth, anxiously waiting for the signal to summon them to 
the fight. May you long be sparedin your glorious work, of 
all works the most enviab:e, to care for the poor, &.” 

Immediately on the receipt of these letters the Committee met 
and decided that a donation ot blankets, shawls, &c., should im- 
mediately be sent to Varna, and the sum of £100 should be granted 
for the use of these women. On the Ist. of September, goods to 
the amount of £34 were sent by steim to Constantinople, ad- 
dressed to the care of the Consul-General, who was requested to 
use his discretion in forwarding them to Varna. A bill of ex- 
change for £100 was also sent to the same authority, with in- 
structions and authority to Mr. Ray to act as the almoner of the 
Association. 

Private letters received by the Committee fully corroborate the 
fact of the distress of these poor woinen, for though they receive 
peg called rations, no other female comforts can be provided 
for them, 

0 Camp near Varna, August 24, 1854. 

„% Dearest,—Yours dated August 3, came to hand on the 16th. 
I have received all your letters except one. You did tell me, my 
dear, that 7s. a week was what you received from the Association ; 
and although that is a mere trifle in a place like London, yet we 
ought to be very thankful for it. You say you ey ree. you 
did not go with me; indeed, my dear wife, much as to be 
with you, I think it one of the most providential t ever hap- 
pened for you to be where you are, instead of being here; badly 
off as you are now, you would be utterly miserable here. We 
have lost already two married men of cholera. I sleep in the 
staff tent ever since I got better of the cholera. Everything is

CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


Effectually to prevent the recurrence of such distressing scenes 
as those which gave rise to the formation of this Asseciation, the 
Committee have had jn consideration a plan which it is hoped 
might tend materially to raise the condition of the soldier’s wife, 

secure a provision for the soldier's widow. 

As there is no probability, under existing circumstances, of 80 
raising the pay of the soldier as to enable him when married to 
apportion a sufficient share of it to his family while he is on active 
service, the Committee are of opinion, that a National Fund 
should be established, of which the invested capital of this 
Association shall be the foundation, and to which the public and 
the soldier shall be invited to subscribe annually. 

This fund to provide pensions for widows and orphans, as well 
as tem to wife and family, who, having become 
subscribers, may be ordered on active service. 

The exact subscription which the soldier would be called upon 
to pay, must depend on the amount of publie support the National 
Fund may receive,—it must always be a very small sum from the
